THE CHINESE CUSTOMS. 


Tho Times of Sept. Sth publiched a copy of a 
Memornoum by the Prosidut of the Vhina 
Associailon submitted for the considerntion of 
the Seonatary of State for Forsign Affairs 
“yegarding the monaca to’ the status of the 
Imperial Chinese Maritime Customs, " conveyed 
in tho recent Imperial Decree concerning that 
administration, 

Tho Memorandum [it is stated in the covering, 
letter. to the Forciga Office) has tho assent und 
full approval of the Genorsl Committos who 
would regard with grave opprehonsion any 
derogation from the high standard of capacity 
and integrity which bas obaractorized the 
ervica in the past and trust that sleps will bo 
token by His Majesty’s Government, in concert. 
with other Powers, to procnta. the abrogation 
of 6 Deseo which they regard as pregnant with 
danger to the authority of the  Tuspector 
Goneralaud to the welfare and smooth cou duet 
of foreign trade, : 

Tho following is the text of ths Memo- 
randum, 

The mainty with whioh the Association had 
fellowel the tolographic narrative of (ha negetia- 
tions subsequent to the sudden erention of a 
new Control over tho Imperie] — Maritine 
Ciustams had been mitigated by the Secrelary 
of. State's declaration in Parliament, on 
the Uth August, that “ho regarded it ay 
most cilul int he interests of trade, in the 
interests +f Chincso revenm, and in the 
interest: of Chinesn credit, that. the admin 
istration of the Customs _seald be amain- 
tained ou dhe lines on which it: had: ren sa 
successfully worked hithorta, and that it should 
be mainiined as ng efficient and honest ndihinis- 
tra jon, [that} Chinese progress in intimately 
bound wy with the maintenance of the Chines 
Custompon the lines laid down ty Sir Pohert 
Tart, aud that ix a subject whieh will mcnive 
the clow attention of His Majesty's Govern: 
ment.” P 
But anristy has been acutely revolved 
by the ahinently ansatisfactury 1ener af Prince 
Ching'wetterof tho Ist June and the antoeodent 
cornespondence (China No. 1) of 1h) which 
has now wan published. 

The rms of the dict, av traustated in. the 
North.Chinw Herald of the 14th May are ds 
follown; - ‘ 

-* Vieh Lung, President of the Board of 
Rovenue, iq appointed Imperiud High Commis 
siaver of Castors, and Tang Shao-yi is appoint- 
ed Vico Imperial Comminsionor of “tho same. 
AN Chiveso and foreign employes of tho said 
Customs are to be undor the control acd direc- 
tioa of the above-named Jigh Cofamissionets.” 

Tt way considéred that this innovation 
jeopardized: —. ; 

L~-The undertaking giver by the Chinesw 
Goverument to H.M. Ministor,. Sir Claude 
MacQonald, ia 1898, that the Chief of the 
Imperiil’ Maritime Customs shall always bea 
British subject eo Jong as British trade with 
China exceeds that of any other nation, 

2—Ihe exgagemont given by the Chinese 
Governnent in the Loan Agreements of 1896 
and 1898, that “the Adsninistration of the 
Imperisl Maritime Customs loll continue as at 
present constituted during the currency of the 
Loans.” 

3.=The charactor of the service, whivh would 
degenoute towards the Chino level pastpassi 
with tho oztonsion of Chinese control, 

The Association learned with satisfaction, 
therefore, that H.M. Charge (’ \ffairs had boon 
instracted to require from the Chinese Govern- 
meut adefnite assurance that “no change in 
the Customs administration would be effected 
by the terms of the Decree.” 

-H,M: Government accepted apparently, as 
meeting this requirement (after a previous reply 
had bom rejected asx evasive), a letter from 
Prinov Vhing, dated Ist June; containing the 
following sontence :— : ‘ 

“Inthe 7th Article of the Loan Agreement 
of 199) aod in the 6th Article of the Loan 
Agreemont of 1898 it is stipulated ‘that the 
adminitration of the Chineso Tmperial Mari- 
tima Gutoma shall remain as’ at prosynt con- 
stituted during the currency of this Tonn,’ and 
I have the*honour to state that the Imperial 
Dooree of the 9h May, specially appointing 
High Commissionera to control (or mnnage) 
revenw affairs, doos not make anv change in 
the mollod of administration laid down in tho 
Lean Agreoments.”. 

It is unnecessary to dwell on tho distrust with 
which orperionce bas caused Chinese assurances 
to be regarded, because the purpose. had in this 
case bon frankly declared. For Mr, Carnegie 
statog, in his telegram of the $&th May, that the 
Chines Government, while evading giving the 
ansuranco asked for, had “ intimated plainly that 
the nov Administration would have their hands 
free tovffect any changes they may, consider fit,” 

The sdeyuacy of an assurance that no ohango 
‘would be effected” by the terms of a Decres 
which did actually constitute a new authority 
with undeued powers may appear primarily 
questiouable. 

It cased, at any’ rate, to be adequate in 

resend of the rejoinder, A declaration in 
oxplicitterms that no change vas coutemplated, 
or would be made, either iu-lutter or spirit— 
either in the status or powersof the Inspector. 
Gener or in the system upon which the 
servico bas been conduolsd—could alone 
restore coufidence after such an - indication 
of purpose. 

Nor would even such a declaration by the 
Wai Wu Pu alone be satisfuctory, For the 
Comptrollers inke their authority from on 
Imporial Decree, which is suparior to any decl- 
aration by the Wai Wa Pu. Nothing sbort of a 
Decravvould restore conditions which a Decree 
bad fected. ‘Lhe Associntioa ventured ta 
sugpett, ius letter dated 16th July, that such 
a Decree might bo obtained in tho guire 
of o Reseript to a Memorlel oxpressing the 
requisite assurances, and that suggestion ix 
renew. : 

Evaits have, indeed,. already dispelled any 
shadoy of assurance that Prince Ching’s lottor 
mightor could have haen supposed to convey. 

‘The very creation of the new aathority was a 
chango: introducing, as it did, ax entiroly new 
elemont of octive contro) over an officer (the 
Inspestor-Goneral) who hos been practically 
upfettored—and whose succesful administration 
bas toon largaly due to his baving boon 
unfettored—in the past. Tho Imperial Maritimo 
Customs has Geen a department bitherio of the 
Wai Wu-Pu, and its transfer to the Board of 
Revenwe is in itself o hormful, because a 
dorogitory, change. ‘Pha opening of new 
offices With a considerable staff, and the arroga- 
tion to themselves of large salaries, wero 
ovidence that the High Commissioners purposud 


| taking their appointment seriously ; and their 


allegel interforence in’ vations ‘matters— 
notally the issue of orders to the Provingial 
offices to report direci to themsclros 
insteal of to the Inapector-Genersl,

The political features of tho innovation may, 
however, be left with the remark that it i 
another snd s vary sorious inetance of the policy 
of extrusion—of subtly hostility, and enoroach- 
mout on the séudne and position of foroigners 
in Ghioa—upon which the Association took 
oocnsion Intely to remark. 

Tho fnanciers who accepted rezponsibility 
for tho isme of Loans seourcd on the Customs 
revenues will doubtless protest against changes

But tlora is involved in the menace to the 
stutua of the services a consideration more 
important even than the seourity of the Loans, 
Tho welfare of foreign merchants and of their 
trade is bound up with the purity and freedom

Imperial Maritime Customs in the. past,

THE « DEVANHA " IN A TYPHOON. 
1 
Tho Penany Gazette of Oct. let says :—The 
homeward P, & 0, mail steamer“ Dovanha,” 
which Would have arrived here io the ordinary 
vourse on Friday evening, did oot arrive fill 
A.s).p.m. on Saturday, having been deluyed by 
the typhoon in the China Bea, i 
Tho “ Devavha-” left hongkong at 1 330 pin, 
on Saturday, 22nd ult., and aa she steamed out 
of Hongkong harbour the Observatory rigoalloi 
that a Second typhoon had hweu reported from 
+ auila driving tothe west-northwest. In view 
of the flercenoss of the first typhoon everyone 
on tle ship, and the passengers iu particular, 
wore rather uueasy but tho ship’ was mado 
snug aloft and all unnecessary top hamper 
and rupning rigging was stowed away. ‘The 
weather, however, wns most serane till 9 
o'clock on Sunday morning, when tho “ Dov- 
onho”-had put Hongkong 250 miles behind her, 
and at this hour tho glass begnn to fall rapidly 
and a gale, accompanied bya high son, apring 
up. As the “ Dovanha” was steaming right 
inte the teeth of the storm the seas began lo 
break over her, the wind rosring by aod whiatl- 
ing through the rigging whilst the hage 
steamer was rolling and ‘pitching like a cork. 
The storm incroased rapidly in fury and Captain 
Hido decided to bvave his vessol to till the 
worst of it had passed. 
ith difculty the Devanha's hoad was swing 
to the eastward and she wos laid to, ard, as 


already stated, wns forced. to remain so far a: 


whole day and night, No ssoner was the ship 
brought-to than dhe made botter weather of it 
and rode the seas with practically little or nv 
water cominy aboard, Inthe early hours of 
Monday morning ‘tho officers noticed that the 
storm was abating and at 8.3) the Captain gare 
the order for tho Devanka to be put on her 
course ogain, though .as soon as this was 
done sho began to ship sens ogein, The 
wether, however, continud to modify. as 
thy typhoon. zone was left bohind and tho 
rest uf the voyage down to Singapore and up 
to Penang was‘accomplished ia the most perleot 
weather. .

us x hurricine, that most terrible of storms, is 
put ut ten it cau be realised that the Devanhce 
did not encounter “ just u little blew.” Her 
officers are, however, loud in ber praiges os o 
sea boat in her fist experivace of typhoon 
weather apd thaoks to thy forethought of 
Cuplain Hide in getting hia vestel in tria to 
qneet the storm, in sailorw parlance ‘ not so 
much as a rope yarn carried away.”

SIr'EECH ON FREDERICK THE ‘aneat. 


On Sept. 8th the Kaiser, accompanied by the } 


Crown Prince and tho other Hoyal Princes, 
ittonded the unveillng st Bunvolwitz of a 
momorial orecteT at, tho spol whore Frederick 
the Great'slept on o atraw bed in camp from 
Augnst 2ist, to Sept, 4th, 761. The memorial, 
which is in the form of a granite obolisk, records 
tho intorest uttaching to the spot, and bears the 
French linis addressed from Bunzolwits by 
Frederick tho Great to the Marquis d’Argens, 
beginuing, “ Uno colline on battorie, monument 
do notre industrio, fb notre, somptuoux palais.”

Count von Pickler Bogau said that the obolisk 
was s memorial of the wondorful help-of God, 
and an Eb-nezer (stono of help) in Prusaian 
history, and’ dwelt on’ the lrath of King 
Frederick's saying, Work, and do uct lose 
hoart.” ‘This motto coald be applied to Ger- 
many’s present position, when wader the scaptre 
of the Emporor they lived in-peaor, aud enjoyed 
a position which, in xpite of diflcultie: which 
were bol wanting, lant waight to Germny's 
voice even in tho farthest : sean. 

Tho Emperor, in reply, exprosved the hope 
that, shonld he vvor be placad in a pesition 
similar to that of Fredorick the Great, lw too 
would, ander Providence, ac yait himaslf in ths 
same way." Wado not oaly place our trust in 
God,” continued lis Majesty, “but we also 
atand firmly :'de hy side, vod we utiliss to the 
utmost oxtont the gifts which hove beon hed- 
towed upon us, and, above all, wo work together 
in love and devotion for tha Fathurlaad, Io this 
way the futuro of our paople and of our Jand 
will bo woll assured,” 5 

In proposing tho toast at the provincial 
banqaetat night the Em poror expressed bis warm 
thanks: to the Silesians. for their onthusiastiv 
greeting, which had everywhoro bean loyally 
txtended to him, thus expressing the peoples 
appreciation of what, the House of Hohenaollorn 
had done for them. ‘Silesinu ground,” his 
Majesty continued, “had heen espacially 
hollowed by history, First. of all the powerful 
figure of Prederick the Groat, bis Incomparable 
conflicts, and bis maguificunt work of pence 
should: be borue in mind.” The Emp-ror thet 
reforred to the times of the Wars of Liberation, 
saying: “One may sy that the history of the 
House of Hohenzollern is indissolubly bound up 
with ths Provincy of Silesia, One might apply 
to this rich history the saying of the imperor 
William tho Great, ‘God was w ith us ond ‘may 
the honour be to Him.” This may likewise he 
said of the prosent times, and God may. be 
thuuked for having arranged everything for the 
wellbeing and ndvantage of Silesia and the 
Fatherland, aud, above all, for our having been 
allowed to do our work in p ace, Every man 
roust carnestly ask bimeolf thy question whether 
he bay done his part in comploting what the 
past. has bequeathed ng. yany will havo some 
diflculty in answeriug it. On imoy hare from 
the great porsonalily of Frederick thy Great 
in what respects the 
Frederiok was never loft ia the lureh hy God, his 
old ally, it the name. way the Fatherland. and 
thaheantitul provines of Silesia will remain near 
Jia heart."
